Delayed birth 
certificates 

Delayed birth certificates are 
certificates that are filed many 
years after the birth by people 
who don’t have original birth 
certificates on file. They are 
issued after affidavits are 
sworn by relatives or doctors 
who were present at the birth, 
or upon proof of birth from a 
baptismal certificate of family 
Bible records. In the United 
States, Social Security cards 
were issued to all citizens in 
1940. To obtain a Social Sec- 
urity card, citizens had to pro- 
vide a birth certificate. Those 


who didn’t have one on file had 


to go to their county clerk’s of- 
fice to have one registered. — 


There, check the 1940 Birth In- e 


dexes for those lost US births’ 
you have been unable to find.

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As the United States entered World War I, millions of men were 
needed to fulfill military positions. The federal government dec- 
lared 5 June 1917 a holiday. Young men were required to register 
with the Draft Board. The second registration date was one year 
later, with the third and final date being 5 September 1918. By that 
date, all men aged 18 through 45 years were required to have regis- 
tered. Most did. those who did not were tried in court and served 
time in jail. 

All alien men were required to register as well as citizens. Only 
men who were currently in military service were exempt from 
registering. 

Every county in the entire country had a Draft Registration 
Board located in the county seat. In most counties, especially in 
the western states, one Board was sufficient to procéss all of the 
local registrants. More populous counties had two Boards. Larger 
Cities, like Minneapolis, had 15 to 20 Boards. New York City had 
189! To facilitate locating a Draft Registration Card in a larger 
city, lists of Draft Registration Boards and their addresses are 
available. 

Although the majority of men registered in their home county, 
there were no laws requiring it, nor did it always happen. Men 
who lived in the city may have registered near where they worked 
rather than at the Board closest to where they resided. Men who 
were traveling on registration day registered in a county, and even 
state, in which they never lived. 

In Nevada, for example, which has a large and oddly shaped 
counties, miners and ranchers frequently found themselves living 
in one county, but living nearer the county seat of a neighboring 
county on their own. Thus, nearly eight decades later, our ances- 
ime did not always register in the county where we expect to find 

em.

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ferent registration form for each registration period. All forms re- 
quired the full name, exact birth date and residence of each draft 
registrant. Also listed is whether the individual was a citizen, alien 
or had declared his intent to naturalize. The occupation, employ- 
ers name and address were given, as were numbers of dependents 
and any possible reasons for claiming exemption from the draft. 

The Draft Board clerk judged each man to be of tall, medium or 
short height and slender, medium build or stout. Hair and eye 
color were recorded as were any physical disabilities. Each card 
was signed by the registrant, then dated and signed by the clerk. 





The form used on 5 June 1917 asked for exact place of birth, | 


while the form used the following year asked for the registrant’s 
father’s place of birth! The third form asked only for the country 
of citizenship. Usually the registrant listed whether single or mar- 
ried. Generally, the name and address of a relative was given. If 
married, the registrant gave his wife’s name and address. Others 
gave the name of a parent or sibling. In the case of a young immi- 
grant who came alone, the Draft Registration Card will supply you 
with a correct birth date and frequently with a place of birth or next 
of kin, with address, living in another state or country. 

One Swedish-Finn living in northern California had the sur- 
” Being neither a Swedish nor Finnish name, 
the Draft Registration Card resolved the problem of determining 
the original name. The registrant was single, listed his father as the 
relative, and gave his surname as “Finne,” as well as residence in 
Finland. 

_ Another registrant was a Finnish miner, living in a remote area 
of Nevada. For the relative, he listed his wife who lived in Pecan, 
Mississippi. What unexpected information! 

World War I Draft Cards exist for the entire United States and 
territories. The only known exception is a small portion of re- 
gistrations that were destroyed for northern Alabama before 
microfilming began. The originals are at the National Archives in 
East Point, Georgia. The massive microfilming program, on 16 
mm film, is just coming to an end. Many films, of varying quality, 
have more than one county on them. The largest Draft Boards re- 
gistered well over 5000 men. Most cards were handwritten. The 
cards of all registration periods are filed together. 

An unexpected large number of names at the tops of the cards 
are spelled quite differently than the signatures on the backs. It 
seems that the local clerks, who filled out the cards, wrote the 
names phonetically while the immigrants often sighed their origi- 
nal names as written “in the old country.” One card was written 
and filed as ““Thumala,” although very clearly signed by the Finn- 
nish immigrant as “Hannula.” 

Each Draft Registration Card was numbered. In each county in 
Nevada, they were filed and filmed consecutively. Usually, the 
cards were filed alphabetically by the first letter of the surname. In 
other states, with much larger populations, such is rarely the case.

On March 23, 1995, the Na- 
tional Genealogical Society 
and the Federation of Genea- 
logical Societies requested that 
the Consumer Protection Divi- 
sion of the US Postal Service 
conduct a new investigation of 
Halbert’s, Inc., publisher of a 
series of surname books, for 
false representation of their 

_ products. 

Millions of people, both be- 
ginning genealogists and the 
unsuspecting public, are buy- 
ing these surname books ex- 
pecting to learn about their own 
family. When the book arrives, 
they discover its primary fea- 
ture is a list of individuals with 
their last name. Many purchas- 
ers have complained about 
-these books to leaders in the 
genealogical community, ask- 
ing if something could be done. 

In response, the National 
Genealogical Society ap- 
pointed an Ethics Committee 
and invited the Federation of 
Genealogical Studies to partici- 
pate. The committee studied 
brochures and books compiled 
by Halbert’s, Inc., one of a 
number of companies offering 
products masquerading as ge- 
nealogy. A i20-page report 

“was prepared showing that 
Halbert’s (also known as 
“Family Book Offer” and “His- 

- toric Book Offer”) misrepre- 
sents its products. 

It is against the law to use 
the United States mails to col- 
lect money for schemes or de- 
vices by means of false rep- 
resentation. Halbert’s signed a 
Consent Order in 1989, agree- 
ing not to represent its books as 
the history of a family, its 
name, or its heraldry.. The Eth- 

‘ics Committee report con- 
cludes that Halbert’s continues 
to make these representations.

A recessive gene for a rare ~ 


defect of the red blood cell may 
exist in some people of Clai- 
borne County (KY) ancestry. 

The disease has only been 
identified in recent years, so 
most physicians would be una- 
ware of it. Affected babies are 
anemic, turn yellow periodi- 
cally and get infections easily. 

It is potentially fatal, and no 
children with the disease lived 


past seven unless the spleen ~ 


was removed. Parents of af- 
fected cases have no apparent 
symptoms. 

The conditions can only be 
passed on to descendants of 
both parents who have the 
gene. Not all children in the 
family would have the disease. 
Tracing the ancestral origin 
could help inform possible car- 
riers, which can be confirmed 
by a blood test.

to young Mr. Stamford; after which they rode up to the George, and there 
enquiring for the magistrates, demanded billets for 9,000 men, or more. 
In a short time after the vanguard rode into town, consisting of about 30 
men, cloath’d in blue, fac’d with red; most of them had on scarlet waist- 
coats with gold lace, and being likely men made a good appearance. They 
were drawn up in the market-place, and sat on horseback some 2 or 3 
hours; at the same time the bells were rung, and several bonfires were 
made, to prevent any resentment from them, that might ensue on our 
shewing a dislike of their coming among us. About 3 in the afternoon lord 
Elcho, with the life-guards, and many of their chiefs also arrived, on 
horseback, to the number of about 150, most of them cloathed as above; 
these made a fine show, being the flow of their army: soon after their 
main body also march’d into town, in tolerable order, six or eight a-breast, 
with about 8 standards, most of them white flags and a red cross. They 
had several bag-pipers, who play’d as they march’d along; they appear d 
in general to answer the description we have all along had of them, viz. 
most of their main body a parcel of shabby, lousy, pitiful-look’d fellows, 


mix’d up with old men and boys; dress’d in dir y plaids and dirty shirts, ~ 


without breeches, and wore stockings made of plaid, not much above half 
way up their legs, and some without shoes, or next to none and numbers of 
them so fatigu’d with their long march that they really commanded our 
pity more than fear. 

Whilst the marked-place was fill’d with them, they ordered their pre- 
tended prince, before he arrived to be publickly proclaim’d, which was ac- 
cordingly done by the common cryer; thy then insisted upon the magis- 
trates appearing in their gowns, but being told that they had sent them out

of town were content to have that ceremony excuse’d. 

Their prince (as they called him) did not arrive til the dusk of evening: 
he walked on foot, being attended by a great body of men, who conducted 
him to his lodgings (the lord Exeter’s) where he had guards placed all ar- 
ound the house. Every house almost by this time was pretty well fill’d 
9tho they kept driving in til 10 or 11 at night) and we thought we should 
never have seen the last of them. The duke of Athol had his lodgings at 
Tho. Gisborne’s, Dsw; the duke of Perth at Mrws. Rivett’s, Ld Elcho at 
Mr. Storer’s, Ld George Murray at Mr. Heartbcote’s, Ld Pirstigo at Mr. 
Meynell’s, old Gordon of Blenbucket at Mr. Alderman Smith’s, Ld Nairn 
at Mr. John Bingham’s, Lady Ogilvie, Mrs. Murray; and some other per- 
sons lodged at the best gentlemen’s houses. Many common ordinary 
houses, both public and private had 40 to 50 men in each, and some gent- 
lemen near 100. 

At their coming in they were generally treated with bread, cheese, beer 
and ale, whilst all hands were aloft getting their suppers ready; after sup- 
per, being weary with their long march, they went to rest, most upon 
straw, and others in beds. Being refresh’d with a night’s rest, they were 
very alert the next day, running about from one shop to another, to buy or 
rather steal tradesmen’s goods, viz. gloves, buckles, powder-flasks, but- 
tons, handkerchiefs, etc., if they lik’d a person’s shoes better than their 


own, demanding them off their feet, without pay. The longer they staid 
the more insolent and outrageous they grew, demanding everything by 
threats, drawn swords, and pistols clapp’d to the breasts of many persons, 
not only by the common men but their officers; so that several persons 
were obliged to abscond to preserve their lives. 

They appointed prayers to be read about six this evening at the Great 
Church. which was performed by one of their priests (young Cappock of 
Manchester, since taken at Carlisle). They order the cryer to make public 
proclamation about the town for all persons that paid any excise, to pay 
what was due, by five o’clock the same evening on pain of military execu- 
tion; by which means they collected a considerable sum of money. They 
also demanded what money the gentlemen had lately subscribed and paid, 
toward the raising men in this town and country, which many gentlemen 
were obliged to pay. They also made a demand of 100 1. upon the post- 
office, and afterward insisted upon 50 1. which not being complied with, 
they took the post-chaise along with them. 

They broke open closets, chest boxes, etc., at several gentlemen’s 
houses took all the guns, pistols, swords and all other arms they could find 
in every house: pilfer’d and stole linnen, stockings, shoes, and anything 
they laid their hands on. We esteemed them very civil fellows, who did 

“not threaten us, but went away very quietly without paying. They beat up 
for volunteers, offering five shillings advance and five guineas when they 
came to London, but met with very little success; only two or three loose 
fellows entere’d who served their maters but a short time, two being taken 
the next day, vis. one Cooke, a journeyman blacksmith, who we hear, is in 
Nottingham jail; the other one Sparks, of this. town, who was taken plun- 
dering at Squire Meynell’s at Bradley, and brought here last Saturday 
night, and being examined before our justices, was the same night com- 
mitted to gaol. @

“ Before 1650, the potato was primarily a garden crop used - 

mostly as a cattle food in Europe. In Ireland it had already become 
a staple food for humans. The date of the arrival of the potato in 
Ireland is unclear. Maybe a member of the Spanish Armada left a 
few behind. Others give Sir Walteublicaigh credit. Nevertheless, 
by 1606, potatoes were an accepted crop. Only fifty years follow- 
ing the introduction of the potato it had become a primary source 
of nutrition in Ireland. 

Ireland’s geographical location as an isolated island with lim- 
ited trade, few natural resources, a small population who based 
their economy on cattle as wealth and entrenched local customs, 
contributed to the popularity of the potato. Ireland’s cool, windy, 
camp climate was well suited to potatoes but poor for growing 
grain crops. A lack of iron, copper or tin ore limited the produc- 
tion of farming tools needed for grain production. The more pri- 
mitive, less efficient wooden implements were effective for culti- 
vating potatoes. 

. Ireland had a unique political and social climate also. The per- 
sonal relationship of man to soil was lacking, with a long com- 
munal cultivation. The English established a tenancy system in 
Irel:-nd in the sixteenth century whereby farmers worked the land 
of the absentee landlords in return for enough money to pay the 
rent and feed themselves. Cromwell’s method of enforcing Engl- 
ish domination of Ireland was to starve the natives out. The potato 
was their last resort and saved the half of the Irish population 
Cromwell failed to exterminate. No other single food would feed a 
family and its livestock as well as the potato. - 

A five hundred to eight hundred yard deep-mulched bed of pota- 
toes could feed a family, with a supplement of milk, pork, cheese 
and cow’s blood. If potatoes were the only food, a longer bed 

could be planted. A small plot of land could support a family of 

six, providing hundreds of pounds of potatoes each week, rounded 

| out with relatively tiny amounts of oatmeal, milk and fish. 

Between 1760 and 1840, the Irish population increased from 1.5 
million to 9 million. On the existing land, if bread had been the 
staple, only 5 million could have been fed. The Irish soon began to’ 
depend almost solely on the potato for subsistence, both on the 
farms and in the cities. A factory worker’s daily ration was twelve ~ 
pounds of potatoes. ad 

Then a worldwide shortage of affordable grain in the late 1700s’ ~ 
doubled its price and potato diseases started to find potatoes. Bot- 
rytis cinerea, a mold, first appeared in Ireland in 1795. Blackleg 
appeared in 1833 and late blight, phytophythora infestans, on the 
Isle of Wight in 1845. The earlier diseases caused some small 
scale potato failures, with some classed as famines. These were

Stonehenge in America? 

The building of the original 
Stonehenge, the awesome 
calendarium in Wiltshire, Eng- 
land has been attributed to 


everyone from the Druids to - 
men from outer space. The ori- ~ 


gins of America’s Stonehenge 


are a bit clearer. Samuel Hill,a |. 


pacifist, wanted to build a mo- 
nument. to. commemorate 
World War I and the soldiers 
who died in it. He thought that 
since the original Stonehenge 
has an altar stone in the center 
that was supposedto have been 
used to make sacrifices to the 
pagan gods of war - an exact 
duplicate might serve as his 
own offering and might stand 
as a reminder of the losses suf- 
fered in the Great War. 

So, at Maryhill, Washington 
(Rt. 14 near the junction of US 
830 and US Highway 97, 2 
miles northwest of Maryhill) 
forty stones, each 9 feet high, 
surrounded by thirty stones 
each 16 feet high, five pairs of 
trilithons rising up to 28 feet, 
and in the center a great altar 
stone. One the outer slabs are 
engraved the names of local 
men who lost their lives during 
the war. 

The major difference be- 
tween this and the original 
Stonehenge is that America’s 
version is, of course, compara- 
tively brand-new, with none of 
the runic mystery that has 
drawn tourists to the ancient 
Stonehenge. Perhaps people 
four thousand years hence will 
discover Samuel Hill’s monu- 
ment and wonder over its ar- 
chaeological eccentricity and 
astronomical accuracy. It is the 
only exact, life-sized duplicate 
of Stonehenge in the world.

_ interspersed with good years and were mostly local. Blight, how- 


ever, hit hard and fast. The first winter of the Great Potato Famine 
was 1845-1846. 

The lack of modern methods of communication delayed wide- 
spread knowledge of the scope of the crisis, but through newspap- 
ers, word slowly began to spread. By the time public sympathy 
was aroused, it was too late to prevent disaster. The number of 
dead was staggering - over 1 million according to most estimates - 
with a figure of 2.5 million not unrealistic. An estimated addi- 
tional 1.5 million emigrated.

A form of this Latin based word, “crux” meaning cross, is 
found virtually all over the world, in nearly every known lan- 
guage. Its popularity based on the ancient devotional symbol of 
the cross since the death of Jesus Christ. A Cruz family sur- 
name could have originated based on the practice of surnames 
founded by where a family lived, such as a dweller at, or near a 
cross. It could also be based on occupation, he or she who 
makes or bears the cross. In addition, it is still not an uncom- 
mon given name and a family could have a patronymic origin. 

Historians believe two separate lines may have developed in 
the Americas. “Cruz” being the 17th most popular and “de la 
Cruz” being the 130th most popular Hispanic surname. How- 
ever it becomes complex to separate the two because of the 
simple practice of dropping “de la” which many individuals 
have done. No “Cruz” or “de la Cruz” are found serving with 
Cortes or among the earliest encomenderos. However, a Juan 
de la Cruz arrived with the Onate expedition in 1598. He is 
identified as being from Barcelona, Spain, age 32, the son of 
Antonio de la Cruz. A Rodrigo de la Cruz (born 1606), entered 
Nuevo Leon with Governor don Martin de Zavala. 

During the colonization and mission period, Indians were 
baptized into the Catholic Church, given the names of the 
Saints on whose day they were born, or the Saint’s name of the 
day on which they were baptized. Tlascalans Indians in Nuevo 
Leon were an agricultural people who were treated as full citi- 
zens. They carried arms, rode out on expeditions and managed 
to get land grants on their own. Some of their leaders qualified 
as Hidalgos and prospered. In 1693, Agustin de la Cruz classi-

fied himself as Tlascalan saying he had brought up a famines 
from San Esteban de Saltillo and had established new towns 
close to Boca de Leones (Villaldama). Laurence Duaine states 
in his book With all Arms, “It is very likely that the present 
Spanish-speaking people of the Coahuila, Nueva Leon, Tamau- 
lipas and South Texas are as much Tlascalan as Spanish.” 

Whether Robert Cruz, an Orange County (CA) resident, can 
proudly claim this heritage is unproven at this time. Cousin 
Steve Demara, family researcher, has taken their Cruz line back 
to the 1700s to a Captain Antonio Cruz in Santa Maria de Aba- 
jao, Jalisco, Mexico. Economic pathways and exchanges took 
place between Jalisco and Saltillo suggesting possible genea- 
logical connections. 

Robert Cruz (born ca 1941) is the son of Ramon Cruz, Jr., 
(born ca 1917) and Julia Macias. Both Robert and Ramon, Jr. 
were born in Orange County. Ramon Cruz, Sr. migrated 
through Clifton, Arizona, working one year in the copper 
mines. He married Donaciana Alonzo in Anaheim. 

Ramon, Sr. was born (ca 1890) to Merced Cruz and Sabina 
Gonzales in Santa Maria de Abajo, as were all his known Cruz 
ancestors. Merced’s (born ca 1850) parents were Francisco 
Cruz (born ca 1818) and Ursina Alvarez. Francisco’s parents, 
Antonio Cruz (born ca 1791) and Teresa Santos were the origi- 
nal ancestors. Surnames on this line are Macias, Alonzo, Gon- 
zales, Alvarez and Santos.

Dr. Carlos 
Hidalgo presented interesting 
figures at the 15th annual 
Texas Hispanic Genealogy and 
History Conference this past 
October. 

As a result of the 1492 Ex- 
pulsion, over 170,000 Spanish 
Jews emigrated to other lands 
such as Portugal, Germany, 
Holland, Italy, France, Eng- 
land, North Africa and the New 
World. Turkey received about 
90,000 and Morocco about 
20,000. 

The Sephardic House, Insti- 
tute for Sephardic Culture in 
New York, includes citizens as 
Sephardics from Egypt, Iraq, 
Iran, Syria, Calcutta, Yemen 
and Turkey and Morocco.

Jewish Genealogy Terminology 


Very often, experienced Jewish genealogists use terms that they are familiar with and expect everyone else to 
know what they are talking about. This list should dispel the mystery of several frequently used terms with 
which the researcher of Jewish genealogy should be familiar. 

Toledot - literally, “all the generations” or genealogy; also TOLEDOT - The Journal of Jewish Genealogy 
founded m 1977 but no longer published; forerunner to Avotaynu. 

Avotaynu - literally, “our fathers”; also Avotaynu - The International Review of Jewish Genealogy, published 
quarterly by Avotaynu, 155 No. Washington Ave., Bergenfield, NJ 07621; phone: 201-387-7200, FAX: 
201-387-2855; order line: 1-800-AVOTAYNU (282-8296). 

Daitsch-Mokotoff Soundex - words are grouped by the way they sound to account for variation in spellings 
of Eastern European and Russian sumames and towns; the letters A, E, I, O, U, J and Y are always coded at the 
beginning of a name but in any other situation they are ignored; the same is true for the letter H; when adjacent 
letters form a single sound, they are coded as one; when the name is two words i.e. a town name, it is coded as 
one word; when a word does not contain the 6 digits necessary, the remaining digits are coded as zeroes i.e. 
BERLIN = B-R-L-N, therefore 798600. For a copy of the Daitsch-Mokotoff Soundex, send a SASE to Carol 
Baird at 255 S. Rios Ave., Solana Beach, CA 92075. 

ABBREVIATIONS ITS - International Tracing Service; branch of the International Red Cross; Grosse 
Alle, 34454 Arolsen, Germany. It is a tracing service for individuals who perished in the Holocaust or who were 
displaced persons. A duplicate set of records are at Yad Vashem and they are now being introduced into the Un- 
ited States Memorial Holocaust Museum’s databank. 

HIAS - Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society; pre-1956 HIAS files have been transferred to the YIVO Archives 
and case records from immigrant arrivals from 1956 to the present can be found in the HIAS New York office 
and a search form can be requested from HIAS Location Service, 333 Seventh Ave., NY, NY 10001. There is a 
$25 fee for this service. 

YIVO - Yidisher Visnshaftlekher Intituit; founded in Vilna in 1925 for the study of Eastern European Jewry. 
They have Holocaust survivor lists, Death Books with names of those who perished in the Holocaust (unlike ITS 
which is an individual search), Memorial Books and other resources regarding E. European Jews. They have 
moved to temporary quarters while their new home is being prepared: now 555 West 7Sth St., (11th floor), NY, 
NY 10019. Call 212-246-6080. 

SIG - Special Interest Group; SIGs formed are Germany, Hungary, Lomza-Suwalk, Lithuania, Romania, 
Czechoslovakia and Galacia. Most have a journal or newsletters. 

BOOKS 

PINKASSIM - Jewish community records; Pinkas Hakekillot - Encyclopedia of Jewish Communities = Yad 
Vashem publication of a series of volumes of memorial books dedicated to those communities destroyed in the 
Holocaust (Romania, Germany-Bavaria, Hungary and Poland) - mostly town histories, but information also on 
individuals. In Yiddish or Hebrew. ; 

YISKOR or MEMORIAL BOOK = usually written in Hebrew or Yiddish by a landsmanschaftn organiza- 
tion or Holocaust survivors of the various communities and shtetlach of Poland and Russia, as well as the rest of 
Europe. They contain the history of the community and its Jewish institutions, stories about the inhabitants, me- 
moirs, stories of the survivors of the Holocaust, lists of those who perished and those who survived, names of 
famous personalities, maps and sometimes groups and individual photos. See From a Ruined Garden by Kugel- 
mass & Boyarin, with translations from many yiskor books.

Reading Unreadable 


z, Monuments 
Clyde A. Chamberlin 


Many times it is almost impossible to read the writing on a 
gravestone for a variety of reasons. Moss, Algae or weathering 
has faded the stone. The monument is damaged, cracked or has 
been badly repaired with cement. The monument might be lo- 
cated behind or within a shrub or bush where it’s dark. 

First, try to clean or scrub the monument with a bristle brush, 
removing as much dirt and moss as possible. Do not use a wire 
brush as it will damage the stone. 

Next, remove grass, dirt and weeds from the area, so you can, 
if necessary, add one of several elements to the stone to make it 
readable. You might need water, dirt or chalk on the depressed 
lettering or re-directed sunlight. 

1.) To read depressed lettering it if is a fairly hot day and the 
stone is a fairly smooth slate type - try throwing a pail or water

on it. The surface will dry much faster than the lettering and 


quite often the indented lettering will stay moist and dark and 
show up very well. This allows you to read the writing quite 
easily. Have your camera on a tripod, if possible, and carefully 
focus on the stone so that you won’t miss the perfect photo- 
graph you wanted so badly. 

2.) For depressed lettering, try rubbing dirt into the lettering. 
Brush off all dirt from the face of the stone; then apply chalk to 
the surface, holding the stick of chalk vertically. This will 


make the writing more vivid and often quite easy to read. 


3.) On raised lettering, usually apply one, two or sometimes 
three layers of chalk will be adequate to make it readable. The 
chalk will be washed away to rain, but it is better to use a pail of 
water to clean the stone after doing your research. This creates 
a much better relationship between custodians and genealo- 
gists. Never use paint, crayon, ink or pencil lead on a monu- 


ment. These are extremely difficult to remove and more than 
likely custodians will then. prohibit all persons from putting 
anything on the stones for genealogical purposes.

4.) Although I have never tried it, we have heard of people 
using a spray can of shaving cream on the indented lettering, 
and then using a windshield wiper blade to wipe off the surface 
of the stone. This might work on a fairly dark stone. 

Ask cemetery custodians for permissicn to do research. Usu- 
ally it will make for a much more friendly relationship, and they 
might even help clean the area around the stone for you!

5B 
tinued of someday regaining 
the northern half of the nation 
lost in the 1846-1848 Mexican 
War. Hence, it was proper to 
migrate north into territory

Coupled with continued per- 
secutions and later economic 
motives, the wave of virtually 
unrestricted migration con- 
tinued to the World War II 
years. Eventually, US Immig- 
ration laws were tightened, but 
to no avail. The tide of migra- 
tion continued so that the flow 
consisted of two streams, legal 
and illegal. The amnesty prog- 
ram of the 1980s did little in 
the long term of decreasing the 
post amnesty illegal system.

It afford us a wonderful oppor- 
tunity to reach a very large au- 
dience, dedicated to exactly the 
same things that we at Scottish 
Heritage USA would like to 
achieve. 

Because our name is such a 
mouthful it’s often abbreviated 
to SHUSA. So, from here on 
out, SHUSA it is. But what 
does SHUSA really stand for? 
We are an organization 
founded in 1956 by the late 
Ward Melville to further the 
exchange of people and ideas 
between Scotland and North 
America. . 

In practical terms that trans- 
lates into our work to support 
The National Trust for Scot- 
land (NTS), a private charity 
that restores, preserves and ad- 
ministers more than 100 his- 
toric properties and 190,000 
acres of Scotland’s unique 
countryside. Every year, 
SHUSA adopts specific pro- 
jects that fit our profile of being 
a people to people organiza- 
tion. Then, we raise money to 
underwrite those projects. Al- 
though this year we have 
adopted only NTS projects, in 
the past we have supported 
other worthwhile organizations 
both in Scotland and in this 
country. Last year, for exam- 
ple, we donated funds to 
further the work of the Scottish 
Conservation Projects Trust, an 
organization that trains inner 
city youth in conservation 
skills, 

Every year, we sponsor a 
horticultural student to study at 
Threave School of Horticulture 
in Castle Douglas, Scotland, 
and bring one of Threave’s stu- 
dents here to study horticulture 
in this country. In addition to 
learning each other’s horticul- 
tural methods, these students 
have a rare opportunity to live 
and learn about the others 
country and culture. 

Our scholarship exchange 
program is just one way in 
which we fulfill our mission to 
further the exchange of people 
and ideas between our two 
countries. This year, SHUSA 
underwrote the visit of a Na- 
tional Trust for Scotland scho- 
lar to lecture at two symposia 
and at our members’ meeting, 
both in North Carolina, and to 
St. Andrew’s Societies in New 
York and Birmingham, Ala- 
bama. Ross Mackenzie, the di- 
rector of Culloden Battlefield, 
wowed his audiences with his 
wealth of information and his 
charm. Everyone wants him 
back again. 

In this country, we focus on 


helping people of Scottish des- 
cent to become more aware of 
their heritage. For example, 
SHUSA administers a nation- 
wide essay contest for young 
people ages 8 to 18 in Scottish 
heritage topics and another for 
an academic paper at the uni- 
versity level at East Tennessee 
State University Scottish Stu- 
dies Program. 

You will see SHUSA rep- 
resentatives at a lot of Highland 
Games and Scottish Festivals. 
In the past, we have been well 
represented at Games through- 
out the Southeast, the Mid- 
Atlantic States and the Mid- 
west, but we are spreading 
westward and now have great 
representation in Arizona and 
Texas as well. Our volunteer 
representatives not only tell the 
SHUSA/NTS story to all who 
stop by our tents, they also help 
with any questions that visitors 
to the Games might have. And 
if they do not have the answer, 
they will put you in touch with 
someone who does. 

Some of the other projects 
we have undertaken this year 
include supporting The Na- 
tional Trust for Scotland’s 
Conservation Volunteers, mak- 
ing a major contribution tow- 
ard the Lord Bute Memorial 
Fund and supporting the main- 
tenance of beautiful Crathes 
Gardens. But more about the 
projects we adopt in future 
columns. 

Scottish Heritage USA has 
also launched a major fund- 
raising drive to help the Na- 
tional Trust for Scotland re-

SCOTTISH ANCESTRY 


The Scotch-Irish: A Social History, Leyburn.
